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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This invention 
relates to telecommunications systems, especially PBX/Server systems, also refered to 
as Multi-Line Telephone System (MLTS). Specifically, the invention relates to 
completing an emergency, e.g. 91 1, call from a station/device behind MLTS to a public 
network emergency facility and delivering precise location information of the caller 
based on a port equipment number associated with the port from which the emergency 
call originated. 

The prior art of record in combination or alone fails to teach or suggest these 
elements of independent claims 4, 6, 1 1 , 13, in combination with other elements. For 
example independent claim 4 has claim limitations such as storing a port equipment 
number for each device/trunk in the PBX/MLTS, and associating a callback number with 
each port equipment number. Similarly independent claim 6 has limitations such as 
storing a port equipment number for each device/trunk in the PBX/MLTS, and 
associating an emergency identification number (ELIN) and a call back number with 
each port equipment number. Independent claim 1 1 has limitations such as for storing 
a port equipment number for each device/trunk in the PBX/MLTS, and means for 
associating a call back number with each port equipment number. Independent claim 
13 has limitations such as means for storing a port equipment number for each 
device/port in the PBX/MLTS, and means for associating an emergency location 
identification number (ELIN) and a callback number with each port equipment number. 
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For the above reasons, Independent claims 4, 6, 1 1 , 13 and dependent claims 5, 7, 12, 
14, 17-19 are allowable.
